Dear Interim President Armstrong:

We appreciate the University Senate’s clarification of the guidelines on the Rules for 
University Conduct (the “Rules”). We write to ask the administration to follow the lead of 
peer institutions like NYU and the University of California and issue a plain English 
statement on permissible student conduct. It is our understanding that the Rules do not 
prevent the administration from clarifying for the University community, in plain English, 
what sort of behavior is inconsistent with the guidelines and rules. 


Our request echoes that of other organizations, like Stand Columbia, which have called 
for greater clarity as well. We ask the administration to clarify, at a minimum, the 
following: 


Enforcement and prevention. We call on the administration to emphasize that 
the Rules will be enforced for every member of the community, in an impartial 
and fair manner, and that violations of the Rules should not receive amnesty or 
immunity as a matter of course. We also ask the administration to make clear 
that it will not hesitate to take preventative measures to protect the University 
community from Rule violations that may cause harm to other members of the 
community. 


Anti-Zionist code words. While opposition to a political ideology (e.g., Zionism) 
is protected speech, ideological opposition should not function as a "code word" 
to target protected groups. We call on the administration to issue substantially 
the same statement that NYU did: “For many Jewish people, Zionism is a part of 
their Jewish identity. Speech and conduct that would violate the Rules if targeting 
Jewish or Israeli people can also violate the Rules if directed toward Zionists. For 
example, excluding Zionists from an open event, calling for the death of Zionists, 
applying a “no Zionist” litmus test for participation in any University activity, using 


or disseminating tropes, stereotypes, and conspiracies about Zionists (e.g., 
“Zionists control the media”), demanding a person who is or is perceived to be 
Jewish or Israeli to state a position on Israel or Zionism, minimizing or denying 
the Holocaust, or invoking Holocaust imagery or symbols to harass or 
discriminate.” 


Encampments and physical intimidation. We call on the administration to 
make clear that the Rules prohibit encampments, whether in the form of tent 
structures or otherwise, overnight occupation of any University property, or any 
physical obstructions or non-contact physical intimidation such as “encircling” or 
“plocking paths.” 


Identification and masking. We ask the administration to remind members of 
the community that the Rules prohibit masking to conceal one’s identity to avoid 
disciplinary sanctions for Rule violations and that the Rules require individuals to 
temporarily remove a mask when showing Columbia ID for identification 
purposes. We ask that Public Safety confirm that ID photos match the face of 
each individual entering campus. 


Acting as a proxy. We call on the administration to clarify that it is a violation of 
the Rules for any member of the University community to act as a “proxy” or a 
“front” for external parties or unrecognized groups. Specifically, a suspended 
campus group cannot use an unrecognized or non-suspended campus group to 
publicize events or make social media statements. NYU’s language (as adapted) 
is helpful: “Columbia community members may not serve as ‘proxies’ or provide 
access to non-Columbia affiliated individuals or organizations to use Columbia 
property to organize or host an event on their behalf.” 


Fixed notice period. NYU requires a 7-business day notice period for student 
events. While the Senate’s guidelines require “notification to Public Safety at the 
time an event is announced,” we call on the administration to clarify that is nota 
substitute for a minimum period that allows for Public Safety to make adequate 
preparations. For example, notifying Public Safety at 10pm about an event 
starting at midnight is insufficient. 


Organizational accountability. We do not read the Rules as precluding 
accountability for student organizations for the conduct of their leaders and 
members. We call on the administration to clarify that organizations, as well as 
individuals, may be sanctioned for violations of the Rules. 


e Signs. We call on the administration to clarify, similar to NYU, that “individuals 
may not remove, deface, or cover over a sign or poster that does not belong to 
them. Signs containing material that discriminates or harasses through their use 
of bigoted messages or symbols, or that advocate violence against anyone in the 
University community are violations of the Rules and our prohibition on 
threatening or violent conduct.” 


e Public Safety, security and enforcement. We ask that Public Safety be given 
clear guidance, training, and authority to physically remove students, faculty or 
staff who are breaking certain conduct rules, as is reportedly under 
consideration. For example, Columbia Public Safety should be trained and 
permitted to restrain and remove protesters who are physically blocking others 
from campus spaces, who are in the process of disrupting an event, or are 
protesting in a library. Because campus protests often include large numbers of 
individuals breaking rules simultaneously, we ask the administration to provide 
funding to increase staffing levels in Public Safety. We ask that there be a review 
of physical access to campus and campus buildings. 


e Inclusive Public Safety Advisory Committee. We are concerned by reports 
that the Inclusive Public Safety Advisory Committee does not include any Israelis 
or Jews supporting the Jewish state of Israel. While we recognize that some 
Jewish members of the Columbia community hold anti-Zionist views, we ask that 
the administration include one or more members on this committee who are 
Israelis and Jews supporting the Jewish state of Israel. 


e Consequences for Columbia employees. We call on the administration to 
Clarify that faculty, staff, and student workers are also bound by the Rules, and 
that Public Safety has authority to detain, in the face of imminent physical 
danger, Columbia employees in the same way as students. We ask the 
administration to clarify that tenured faculty may also be subject to discipline for 
violations of the Rules, as set out in the University Statutes.
